Affidavits charging. Sheriff L. 
M. Coons and his deputy, Aleck 
Coons with assault and battery 
with intent to kill, were being 
prepared today, and were 
ex­ 
pected to be filed in the circuit 
court late today, following 
an 
affair th at is alleged to 
have 
happened late Monday 
after­ 
noon at Carthage. 
Only the version of the affair 
from the Carthage angle, 
was 
obtained today, as Sheriff Coons, 
when interviewed 
concerning 
the m atter, stated th at he had 
nothing to say. 
The version from 
Carthage 
was to the effect th at- 
Byron 
Ball, a reputable and respected 
citizen of th at community, was 
attacked and assailed by 
the 
two officers in a street 
brawl, 
and in which all three suffered 
from the affects of blows. 
William J. Henley, 
attorney, 
who lives in Carthage, acted as 
spokesman for Mr. 
Ball 
this 
morning, and stated th at 
he 
and other attorneys were 
pre­ 
paring charges against the two 
officers. 
Mr. Henley stated . that 
the 
officers conducted a raid of some 
kind in the Carthage vicinity a 
few days ago, and that during 
the raid on a house, 
a woman 
was said to have been m istreat­ 
ed in some manner by the sher­ 
iff, or at least that was the word 
which got out into circulation 
at Carthage. The woman 
was 
said to be an expectant mother. 
Mr. Ball remarked to 
some 
people 
of 
Carthage, 
ac­ 
cording to the story related by 
Mr. Henley, “that he 
couldn’t 
treat my wife that way, without 
hearing from me.” This message, 
or similar words reached 
the 
sheriff, it is stated. 
Sheriff Coons and his son Al­ 
eck, are said to have made 
a 
trip to Carthage Monday after­ 
noon and met Mr. Ball on the 
street. Mr. Ball was engaged in 
carpentering work and had gone 
home to get his plane, when he 
was met by the sheriff and his 
son, according to the version as 
related by Mr. Henley. 
Mr. Coons stopped his 
m a­ 
chine and called Mr. Ball, who 
w,ent out into the street to the 
car. He is said to have rested a 
foot on the running board and 
at the same time leaned 
the 
plane on his knee. According to 
the version, Sheriff Coons grab­ 
bed Mr. Ball by the arm with 
one hand and took the 
plane 
in the other hand, and tossed it 
in the back end of the automo­ 
bile. 
The two exchanged words con­ 
cerning what had been said, and 
the sheriff is alleged to 
have 
gotten out of the machine and 
the two men engaged in a fight, 
in which the sheriff is said 
to 
have been knocked down a cou­ 
ple of times. The deputy sheriff 
is also said to have taken a hand 
in the affair, and 
was 
also 
knocked down. 
A crowd is said to have 
as­ 
sembled as the trio was fight­ 
ing. In the fight, 
Mr. Henlev 
stated that the sheriff drew his 
“black jack” and struck>

Ball over the head, and that the 
deputy sheriff drew his gun, and

suite, because of his refusal to 
answer questions about the Con­ 
tinental oil deal put by the^Sen- 
ate Teapot Dome investigators.

Judge James A. Collins order­ 
ed William Kiser, deputy clerk, 
to do the choosing for the de­ 
fense. 
He struck off Homer 
Elliott, 
former U. S. District Attorney. 
Three other names were sub­ 
mitted by Collins yesterday, but 
he withdrew this list, announc­ 
ing that one of the three was 
iisqualified. 
Today, however, the 
defense 
asked the right to strike from 
the original list. When it refused 
to eliminate a name from the 
second list, Kiser acted on Col­ 
lins’ instructions. 
John Robbins, Fremont Alford 
and George Wiltsie, attorneys, 
were on the first list. 
If Lesh qualifies, Klinck will 
be arraigned before him. 
Klinck is accused of trying to

This is the advice of the In­ 
diana Farm Bureau, as another 
case has recently come to their 
attention where a stone-crush­ 
ing contractor fqiled to comply 
with the law in securing a cer­ 
tificate from the State Industrial 
Board, and one of his employes 
had an arm crushed, 
causing 
ampuation of it, and then pro­ 
ceeded 
to 
collect 
damages 
through the courts from 
the 
landowner who had 
employed 
the stone crusher outfit. 
Unless /the contractor carries 
compensation insurance, in com­ 
pliance with the law, the farm er 
contracting with the contractor 
j 
will be held for damages 
sus­ 
tained by his workmen if 
in­ 
jured while working on his farm, 
providing the contractor is not 
able to pay. Farmers should not 
hire or contract with any man 
or firm to do work on their farms 
unless they comply with the law 
regarding

tentiery, unless secrecy was ob­ 
served. 
In these charges, the state, in 
the opinion of Oscar H. Mont­ 
gomery, one of the earlier judg­ 
es in the proceedings, has made 
allegations which, if 
proved, 
constitute a public offense. 
Montgomery so held in deny­ 
ing a defense motion to quash 
the indictment. Shortly thereaf­ 
ter, he granted the defense 
a 
change of venue, and Charles 
M. McCabe, of 
Crawfordsville, 
was chosen as special judge. No 
question involving the statute of 
limitations has been before Mc­ 
Cabe for ruling.

small stores will organize as have the California 
Fript Growers. 
Chains of fifty or more great 
departm ent stores with total sales of a billion 
dollars or more a year will be another develop­ 
m ent of the near fu tu re.”

•‘Congressional districts are not 
controlled on a per capita basis. 
The congressman merely repre­ 
sents the dominant interests'in his 
district, those which control the 
elections along with nearly every­ 
thing else. 
“Sometimes he is controlled by 
a mere political boss and his .as­ 
piration is to do what the boss 
wants him to do. In that case he 
holds the mirror u p to the boss. 
“In many other districts, influ ­ 
ential grou ps and organizations 
control him. 
He need only mar­ 
shal enou gh of those behind him 
to insu re his election. . Then he 
holds the mirror u p to them and 
assu mes the role of the man they 
want him to be. Sometimes these 
grou ps control the political boss 
lfimself, in which case the con­ 
gressman may be controlled di­ 
rectly 
either by 
the 
boss or 
grou ps. 
Selfish Grou ps 
“The most seriou s factor in this 


system is" that r nearly 
T all the 
grou ps which are interested in 
politics are selfish grou ps. 
Show 
me a typical citizen and I’ll show 
you a man whose political inter- 
tests are along the. lines of his 
bu siness and financial interest. 
» “ Civic associations, trade bod­ 
ies, chambers, of commerce or 
other grou ps ’ of - merchants or 
manu factu rers — whatever Jinflu - 
ence the typical man brings to 
bear on his government is brou ght 
throu gh su ch an organization. 
“Often we say a man is good 
and patriotic, when he doesn’t be-* 
long to a good government clu b, 
a patriotic society, a consu mers’ 
organization or anything interest­ 
ed in the general pu blic, bu t only 
to a trade or bu siness association 
represented here. 
Throu gh the 
U. S. Chamber of' Commerce or 
some similar organization, he is 
told what he shou ld believe.

m ulti-m illionaire 
chain store owner, never had 
much luck in his efforts tc find 
domestic happiness. 
His first m arriage ended four 
years ago in a divorce, with four 
of his five children going to liVe 
with their m other. The second 
marriage, contracted shortly af­ 
ter the divorce, is now in the di­ 
vorce court also. 
But Kresge loves children and 
hates to think of any youngsters 
having to grow up 
w ithout 
a 
home and p arental care. 
And so he has given the Me­ 
thodist’s Children’s 
Home So- ' 
ciety here $ 725,000 to b uild an 
orphanage of a radically differ­ 
ent type—a place that will give 
each child the b est im itation of 
a real home that possib ly can b e 
provided. 
A tract of 23 acres has 
b een 
b ought just outside the city lim ­ 
its, and in a few weeks a group 
of cottages will b e b uilt there. 
Each cottage will house three 
or four children. A paid woman 
social worker will live with the 
children in each cottage, looking 
after them 
just 
as a 
m other 
would. M arried social 
workers 
will b e chosen as often as pos­ 
sib le, so tha t the husb and may 
live in the cottage also and 
stand in the relation of a father 
to the orphans. 
Miss Frances Knight, director 
of the society, who 
made 
the 
plans pub lic, says that each cot­ 
tage will b e as much like a regu­ 
lar home as possib le. 
• The husb and need not b e 
a 
social wTorker,” she 
explained. 
"In fact, he may b e anything— 
an employe of the 
automob ile 
factories, a carp enter, 
a m usi­ 
cian, or the like, provided that 
he has a love for children, 
a 
good supply of the milk of hu-# 
m an kindness and a readiness 
to give the genuine 
family a t­ 
mosphere to the home. 
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Children at the M ethodist’s Children’s Heme Society cottages, 
to b e b uilt through the generosity of S. S. Kresge, chain store 
m agnate, will get the b est medical attention availab le. 
This

for its wards, and shows nurses caring for a little chap who 
eventually will move into one of the home-like cottages, shown 
b elow in an architect’s drawing. 


“The children would look for 
his return to the cottage 
at 
nightfall as other children would 
look for their own father, 
and 
with the ‘m other’ at the home he 
would share the 
m anagem ent, 
just as in a real hom e.” 
It was Miss K night who 
first 
approached 
Kresge ab out the 
gift. She called on his attorney 
and asked if Kresge would b e in ­ 
terested in aiding the 
society’s 
work. The attorney arranged a 
meeting, and 
Kresge promptly 
pledged nearly three quarters of 
a million dollars for the work. 
Kresge is fond of children and 
has his own ideas ab out 
how 
they should b e raised. It is said 
tha t the thing tha t p articularly 
attracted him to the M ethodist’s 
Children’s Home 
Society 
here 
was its motto, a quotation from 
the m inutes of a M ethodist con­ 
ference in Delaware in 1779. The 
quotation is: 
”Q. W hat shall b e done with 
the children? A. Meet them once 
a fortnight and examine 
the 
p arents with regard to their a t­ 
titude towards them .” 
It happens tha t Kresge, who is 
spending a fortune 
to provide 
orphaned 
children 
with 
real 
homes, has b een in the papers a 
great deal b ecause of his domes­ 
tic troub les. 
His first wife, Anna H. Kresge, 
divorced him in 1924. The second 
wife, Doris Kresge, whom he m ar 
ried shortly after his divorce, is 
now suing for a divorce. 
In the first Mrs. Kresge’s di­ 
vorce suit, it is recalled, was the 
com plaint that Kresge was given 
to fault-finding, 
and tha t he 
complained frequently over the 
m anner in which 
she trained 
their children. In the new cot- 
tage-hom es the M ethodist So­ 
ciety will have the b enefit of the 
most careful training tha t social 
workers can give. 
There will b e, first of all, skill­ 
ed medical attention 
to make 


sure tha t each child is 100 per 
cent physically at all times. In 
addition, the 
services 
of the 
Child Guidance Clinic, which 
works under the society’s ausp i­ 
ces, have b een offered for use in 
b uilding character. 
"Science, love and religion will 
b lend their b est forces toward 
m aking b etter 
childhood 
and 
informed and com petent p aren t­ 
hood,” said an official of the or­ 
ganization. 
In this connection, it m ight b e 
added tha t all of the men in re­ 
sidence in the cottages will b e 
"drys.” Kresge’s enthusiasm for 
the 
prohib ition 
cause 
is well 
known. 
"We have emb arked 
on this 
program in wholesale fashion,” 
says Miss K night. "In the lab or­ 
atory we are hoping to turn the 
tragedies of today into the tri­ 
um phs of tomorrow.” 
The children tha t 
are cared 
for b y the society come 
from 
various places—from social agen­ 
cies, from juvenile court, 
from 
b ewildered p arents whose homes 
have b een split in 
the divorce 
courts, and from different Me­ 
thodist churches in Michigan.

M. Coons and his deputy, Aleck 
Coons with assault and battery 
with intent to kiU, were being 
prepared today, and were ex- 
pected to be filed in the circuit 
court late today, following an 
affair that is alleged to have 
happened late Monday 
after- 


noon at Carthage. 


Only the version of the affair 


from the Carthage angle, was 
obtained today, as Sheriff Coons, 
when interviewed 
concerning 


the matter, stated that he had 
nothing to say. 


The version from 
Carthage 


was to the effect that- Byron 
Ball, a reputable and respected 
citizen of that community, was 
attacked and assailed by the 
two officers in a street brawl, 
and in which all three suffered 
from the affects of blows. 


William J. Henley, attorney. 


who lives in Carthage, acted as 
spokesman for Mr. Ball this 
morning, and stated that 
he 


and other attorneys were pre- 
paring charges against the two 
officers. 


Mr. Henley stated that 
the 


officers conducted a raid of some 
kind in the Carthage vicinity a 
few days ago, and that during 
the raid on a house, a woman 
was said to have been mistreat- 
ed iU-S0me manner by the sher- 
iff, or at least that was the word 
Which got out into circulation 
at Carthage.

hates to think of any youngsters 
having to grow up without a 
home and parental care. 


And so he has given the Me- 


thodist's Children's 
Home So- • 


r.iety here $725,000 to build an 
orphanage of a radically differ- 
ent type—a place that will give 
each child the best imitation of 
a real home that possibly can be 
provided. 


A tract of 28 acres has 
been 


bought just outside the city lim- 
its, and in a few weeks a group 
of cottages will be built there. 


Each cottage will house three 


or four children. A paid woman 
social worker will live with the 
children in each cottage, looking 
after them just as a mother 
would. Married social workers 
will be chosen as often as pos- 
sible, so that the husband may 
live in the cottage also and 
stand in the relation of a father 
to the orphans. 


Miss Frances Knight, director 


of the society, who made the 
plans public, says that each cot- 
tage will be as much like a regu- 
lar home as possible. 


-The husband need not be a 


social worker," she 
explained. 


••In fact, he may be anything— 
an employe of the automobile 
factories, a carpenter, a musi- 
cian, or the like, provided that 
he has a love for children, a 
good supply of the milk of hu-» 
man kindness and a readiness 
to give the genuine family at- 
mosphere to the home. 


Children at the Methodist's Children's Home Society cottages, 
to be built through the generosity of S. S. Kresge, chain store 
magnate, will get the best medical attention available. This 
photo was taken at the building where the society now cares 
for its wards, and shows nurses caring for a little chap who 
eventually will move into one of the home-like cottages, shown 
below in an architect's drawing.

It was Miss Knight who first 


approached Kresge aboat the 
gift. She called on his attorney 
and asked if Kresge would be in- 
terested hi aiding the society's 
work. The attorney arranged 'a 
meeting, and Kresge promptly 
pledged nearly three quarters of 
a million dollars for the work. 


Kresge is fond of children and 


has his own Ideas about how 
they should.be raised. It is said 
that the thing that'particularly 
attracted him to the Methodist's 
Children's Rome Society 
here 


was its motto, a quotation from 
the minutes of a Methodist con- 
ference in Delaware in 1770. The 
quotation is: 


"Q. What shafl be done with 


the children? A. Meet them once 
a fortnight 'and examine the 
parents with regard to their at- 


• tttude towards them." 


it happens that Kresge, who is 


spending a fortune to provide 
orphaned children with real 
homes, has been in the papers a 
great deal because of bis domes- 
tic troubles. 


His first wife, Anna H. Kresge. 


divorced him in 1M4. The second 
wife. Doris Kresge, whom be mar 
ried shortly after his divorce, is 
now suing for a divorce. 


In the first Mrs. Kresge's di- 


vorce suit, it is recalled, was the 
complaint that Kresge was given 
to fault-finding, and that he 
complained frequently over the 
manner in which she trained 
then- children. In the new cot- 
tage-homes the Methodist So- 
ciety will have the benefit of the 
most careful training that social 
workers can give.
